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Catch a Shining Snitch 

Tony Rackauckas’ prosecutors keep sabotaging their cases as the national media finally notices 
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T he Santa Ana Gang Task Force 
conducted two massive arrest 
campaigns—Operation Black 
Flag in 2011 and Operation 
Smokin’ Aces in 2013—against the Mexi¬ 
can Mafia (or La Eme ) and its Southern 
California associates. Task Force member 
agencies—including the FBI, Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD), 
Orange County district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) and local police outfits—sum¬ 
moned journalists to victorious press 
conferences that 
garnered headlines 
and lengthy TV- 
news segments 
celebrating law 
enforcement’s 
prowess. Following 
the 2011 operation, 
District Attorney 
Tony Rackauckas 
declared, “The 
only place [these 
arrestees] belong is 
in prison, and the OCDA’s office is com¬ 
mitted to keeping them there for the rest 
of their lives.” 

But the tough talk didn’t lead to court¬ 
house triumphs. Rackauckas’ office has 
been struggling to win jury trials against 
gangsters caught in the ballyhooed under¬ 
cover operations. Prosecutors nowadays 
just want the cases to quietly disappear. 
They’ve been cutting sweetheart, pretrial 
deals that are putting back on the street 
the very people Rackauckas claimed 
would never see freedom again. In recent 
days, at least seven of these defendants— 
Ronald Melendez, Estavan Cardoso, 

Victor Galaviz, Luz Gallardo, Ernie Gar¬ 
cia, Jose De Jesus Farias and Georgina 
Mendoza—have seen their cases dropped 
or ended with relative wrist slaps that 
include punishments such as credit for 
time served in jail while awaiting trial. 

The situation is another embarrassment 
for an agency already recoiling from a his¬ 
toric March ruling by Superior Court Judge 
Thomas M. Goethals, who blamed chronic 
prosecution-team ethical lapses for recus¬ 
ing the entire OCDA from People v. Scott 
Dekraai. Among those whom Goethals 
identified as cheaters were Deputy District 
Attorney Erik Petersen and OCSD deputy 
Seth Tunstall, Petersen’s trusty sidekick 
working on the task force. In the seven 
recently dumped Mexican Mafia cases, 
Tunstall served as the key investigator. He’s 
also the primary reason for the defanged 
prosecutions. With trials approaching and 
already trying to dodge a reputation as a 
liar—especially in regards to his illegal use 
of jailhouse informants—Tunstall indicated 


to Rackauckas’ team he planned 
to invoke his Fifth Amendment 
right against self-incrimination 
and would refuse to answer ques¬ 
tions under oath. A cop remaining 
mum on the witness stand about 
his taxpayer-funded job doesn’t 
engender confidence in the gov¬ 
ernment’s position. 

OCDA’s attack against La Eme 
was troubled from the outset, 
with the 2012-2013 proceedings 
against Jose Camarillo, Mark 
Garcia, Fernando Gallegos and 
Bernardo Guardado. When 
Deputy DA Petersen couldn’t 
secure favorable jury verdicts, he 
dropped the heart of his cases— 
attempted-murder counts—and 
offered lopsided pro-defense 
deals. Camarillo, for example, 
faced a potential life sentence, 
but got an eight-year term; Gal¬ 
legos and Guardado received 
seven years and Garcia just four. 

It would only get worse. In 
2014, Goethals recused Petersen in a trial 
involving Marcus Jeffries. The judge 
declared he’d lost faith in the prosecutor’s 
willingness to surrender exculpatory evi¬ 
dence to defense lawyers. It took two jury 
trials and another prosecutor to finally 
convict Jeffries. 

More recently, the Tunstall mess col¬ 
lapsed OCDA’s case against Gallardo (a.k.a. 
“Lil Chino” from East Side Anaheim gang), 
Garcia (a.k.a. “Big E” from the Ready at 
War gang) and Farias (a.k.a. “Oner” from 
an Orange County tagging crew). OCSD 
video allegedly shows the men attacking 
another inmate, Jose Ruiz, inside the Theo 
Lacy Jail in June 2012, according to court 
documents. During grand jury proceed¬ 
ings, Tunstall told Petersen the hit, which 
resulted in injuries but not death, was 
ordered by the Mexican Mafia. 

The cases against Galaviz, Cardoso, 
Melendez and Mendoza reached simi¬ 
lar pro-defendant fates. The men were 
charged in connection with a September 
2009 jail attack. The victim, Francisco 
Maldonado, suffered a fractured orbital 
socket but survived. In the wake of Tun- 
stall’s Fifth Amendment decision, Melen¬ 
dez and Mendoza saw related charges 
dropped; Galaviz, who faced 25 years to 
life in prison, received a suspended four- 
year sentence, plus three years of proba¬ 
tion; and Cardoso walked out of custody 
with credit for time served. 

Individuals with white-supremacist 
backgrounds have benefitted from tainted 
government acts, too. Last September, for 
example, prosecutors dropped 12 charges 


and enhancements including solicitation 
of murder and attempted murder against 
Joseph Govey, a onetime member of 
Public Enemy Number One Death Squad 
(PENl). The move saved OCDA from 
having to release evidence of law-enforce¬ 
ment cheating in the case, although the 
Weekly obtained the records anyway. 

Prosecutorial misconduct also forced 
the agency to cut another eyebrow-raising 
deal last year with Isaac John Palacios, a 
gangster OCDA asserted is a cold-blooded 
killer. To prevent a trial in which govern¬ 
ment misdeeds would be revealed, the 
agency enticed Palacios into pleading 
guilty to second-degree murder for a pun¬ 
ishment of probation. No fool, the defen¬ 
dant accepted the offer and walked out of 
the Orange County Jail a free man. 

Rackauckas and his aides can only blame 
themselves for their predicament. In late 
May, four national news outlets— Slate, 
Daily Kos, Al Jazeera America and National 
Review—featured the agency’s deceitful use 
of informants to violate defendants’ rights 
as well as the hiding of massive amounts of 
exculpatory evidence in dozens of felony 
cases. On June 1, the Washington Post’s 
Radley Balko noted the scandal. 

And there was this bombshell: We 
learned in late 2014 that for 25 years, the 
OCSD has hidden important jailhouse 
records called TREDs from judges, juries 
and defense lawyers. Those records, as I’ve 
previously reported, contain proof deputies 
lied under oath to help win convictions. 

Erwin Chemerinsky, the dean of UC 
Irvine’s School of Law and one of the 


most respected legal minds in the nation, 
said he is alarmed by the systematic viola¬ 
tions of the Constitution. Chemerinsky is 
calling for a U.S. Department of Justice 
probe of the messes. 

In response, Rackauckas refuses to 
acknowledge any missteps have been 
nefarious. He claims mistakes can be 
attributed to an overworked staff suffer¬ 
ing legitimate confusion about ethical 
and legal responsibilities, a condition he 
thinks in-house training seminars can 
correct. The DA, who has announced his 
intention to pursue a fifth term, is also 
trying to dampen cries for an independent 
probe by pondering the creation of his 
own panel. 

But a sign of Rackauckas’ lack of sincer¬ 
ity takes us back to Tunstall, a man caught 
uttering at least a dozen lies under oath. 
Goethals says the deputy is a serial per¬ 
jurer. Perjury is a crime. Fourteen weeks 
have passed since the deputy won his 
label, and the DA, who presents himself 
as a stickler for law and order, hasn’t filed 
charges. Sheriff Sandra Hutchens appar¬ 
ently isn’t bothered either; she’s keeping 
him on duty. Such inaction is instructive: 
You know your local criminal-justice sys¬ 
tem desperately needs reform when a cop 
lies on the witness stand and prosecutors 
look the other way.

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To those who say chicks can't tattoo, here are four leaving their mark

44 i|^T really think it’s more about the healing pro- 
■ cess for a lot of my clients than a subculture,” 
says Sara Fabel of Costa Mesa’s Outer Limits 
Tattoo. “They want to reclaim their bodies.” 

Erika Jurkovic rolls her eyes. The veteran tattooer 
doesn’t say anything—she’s too polite—but you can feel 
the snicker raring to erupt, how she’s ready to teach 
this whippersnapper a lesson. Feelings and therapy and 
reclaiming, all over a little ink? The bikers and outlaws 
who taught Jurkovic in the 1990s, a time when female 
tattoo artists were as common as clean restrooms in 
grimy shops, would’ve laughed Fabel back to art school. 

Brynne Palmer senses the tension between the two. 
“I think what Erika’s trying to say is that tattooing 


didn’t used to be as mainstream as it is now,” Palmer 
says. “It was still helping people, but it wasn’t as 
accepted by everyone. It was a smaller group of people; 
that’s what a subculture is.” 

Jurkovic is still shaking her head, but she seems glad to 
not have to explain anything to Fabel, who gladly listens 
to Palmer’s defense. All the while, Brandi Collins sits on 
the other side of Fabel and stares down at her phone, 
scrolling through Fabel’s Instagram account, which is 
chockablock with some of Orange County’s best tat¬ 
toos. She isn’t looking to jump into this debate; she also 
believes in tattooing’s therapeutic nature, but she misses 
when it was a subculture. 

The four women have spent almost two hours around 


a table at Memphis Cafe, scarfing down oversized veg¬ 
etarian burgers and gooey mac and cheese. Jurkovic 
takes off her jacket to reveal gracefully aged art down to 
the middle of her forearms—a few flowers, some splashes 
of water. Bright reds and greens pop out from under 
Palmer’s sweater; the edges of Collins’ Japanese sleeves 
are still visible under her jacket. What little blank space 
is left on Fabel’s arms is overshadowed by intricate black 
lines covering her neck and hands. 

They’ve been shooting the shit about friends, co¬ 
workers and trends, but mostly about their shared lives 
as rarities in Orange County. All are hailed as top-notch 
artists in an industry that’s still overwhelmingly male-

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dominated. They span generations: 
Jurkovic, of Costa Mesa’s Port 
City Tattoo, is the queen bee; Collins, 
who works at Good Time Charlie’s Tat- 
tooland in Anaheim, represents the rise 
of domesticity in the scene; Palmer, from 
Gold Rush Tattoo in Costa Mesa, is help¬ 
ing to make pop culture and femininity 
acceptable in tattooing. And Fabel, the 
touchy-feely one, is the young gun, some¬ 
one who got into the trade not because it 
was rebellious, but because it was a good 
business choice. 

For decades, female tattooers faced 
workplace ridicule and unfair criti¬ 
cism, and many male artists continue to 
insist gals can’t cut it. Stats back up that 
pigheaded thinking: A 2010 study by 
Columbia University found that only one 
in six tattooers were female. “I don’t think 
women tattooers should be viewed any 
differently than guy tattooers,” Collins 
says as she sips her water. “There are a lot 


of shops that are all dudes, but if there’s 
a woman who’s a good tattooer, there’s 
something there.” 

Fullerton’s Classic Tattoo’s Tim Hen¬ 
dricks—one of OC’s most prominent art¬ 
ists and who has been featured on NY Ink 
and Miami Ink —also believes that female 
tattooers such as this quartet not only 
deserve a shot, but have already earned 
it. “I think, for the most part, they smell 
a lot nicer than 90 percent of the dudes I 
have worked with,” Hendricks says, semi- 
jokingly. “Male, female or transsexual—as 
long as you are bringing good things to the 
table of tattooing, that’s all that matters.” 

hile well-known artists 
such as LA Ink’s Kat Von 
D and Long Beach’s Kari 
Barba brought female 
tattooers into the public eye, it wasn’t 
always welcoming. 

“When I first started tattooing, there 


were very few women in the tattoo field,” 
says Barba, who started in 1979. She’s a 
legend in Southern California, current 
owner of what used to be Bert Grimm’s 
World Famous Tattoo and the first woman 
to repeat as Tattooist of the Year for the 
National Tattoo Association. “I was one of 
about six, I believe. Since that time, with 
those women and myself blazing the way, 
tattooing is fully open to all women ... 
although you still see more men on TV 
and in print, women are doing amazing 
work every day.” 

One of her protegees, Jurkovic, has 
turned from disciple to colleague to friend. 
“She’s a super-great person and a great 
artist who worked for us at Outer Limits 
Tattoo for many years,” Barba says. “[We 
have] watched her life grow and change.” 

Jurkovic started inking in Atlanta in 
1995, although her passion for the art 
began as a child reading heavy-metal 
magazines. “I would look at the tattoos 


on the guys in the magazines and draw 
them,” she says. “They were always drag¬ 
ons, skulls, daggers, stuff like that, so I was 
always drawing masculine designs. I didn’t 
know I wanted to be a tattooer at the time, 
but that’s how I picked up my style.” 

It was a time when tatted women 
weren’t an everyday sight; never mind 
seeing them working in shops. “People 
would come in and talk to me about a 
tattoo, and then they’d ask me when the 
tattooer would be ready,” Jurkovic says. 
“They just assumed there couldn’t be a 
girl tattooing. Even after I told them that I 
tattooed, people would wait for a male tat¬ 
tooer instead of getting tattooed by me. 

“Looking back now, I don’t know how I 
did it,” she adds. “The shops were run by 
bikers, and it was just hardcore. It didn’t 
attract a lot of women. Working around 
guys back then, you learned to have 
thicker skin. You just had to prove your¬ 
self and roll with the punches. Instead of 



















someone talking behind your back and 
saying that chicks can’t tattoo, they’d just 
say it to your face.” 

After moving to Washington, D.C., 
Jurkovic visited friends in California in 
the late 1990s. There, she met Barba at her 
shop and was hired immediately. “I worked 
for Kari for 15 years, and it was a really 
great experience,” Jurkovic says. “I just like 
it out here. People get big tattoos, and there 
are so many people with tattoos. It’s good 
because you’re almost always busy.” 

Jurkovic prides herself on practicing 
traditional tattooing or “tattoos that look 
like tattoos_A lot of girls can’t tat¬ 

too, and I really hate to say that, but it’s 
true. Maybe it’s just the style they like; 
it doesn’t make for good tattoos. I’m not 
girly in any part of my life, so I don’t want 
to wear girly tattoos.” 

Even motherhood hasn’t lessened 
Jurkovic’s commitment to her craft—she 
continued to work until she was eight 
months pregnant with her now-2-year-old 
daughter and inked through wrist pain so 
crippling she struggled to use keyboards. 
And, while she rolled her eyes at Fabel’s 
comments about tattoo therapy, she 
believes it. “You take the words they come 
in with and make them into an image 
that will fit their body,” Jurkovic says. 
‘You’re changing someone’s life, so you 
want them to be happy and have a good 
memory of the tattoo. I’m not just going to 
sit there and put headphones on or ignore 
the person. You want them to feel like 
they’re your best friend and that that’s the 
best tattoo you’ve ever done.” 

s recently as a decade ago, 
Jurkovic was usually one of 
the only women at Southern 
California tattoo conventions. 
It was at one of those conventions that 
Collins was looking for inspiration; she 
found it in Jurkovic. 

They didn’t speak at all because 
Jurkovic worked on a Japanese koi half¬ 
sleeve throughout the weekend. “At the 
time, I had just 
barely started tat¬ 
tooing and was 
only doing really 
small stuff,” Col¬ 
lins says. “Seeing 
this cool-looking 
girl doing a really 
nice, big tattoo was 
really inspiring 
for me. It made 
me want to do big 
pieces. It didn’t 
look like tattoos 
done by some of 
the other women 
tattooers I knew. It was big, solid and 
tough, but still pretty.” 

One of only a few women to work 
under iconic tat-zapper Jack Rudy at 
Good Time Charlie’s Tattooland, Collins 
has now been in the industry for 14 years. 
While Jurkovic spent the early years of 
her career being doubted by co-workers 
and clients alike, Collins never suffered 
such haters. “The whole experience was 


really different for me,” Collins says. 
“Every person I’ve worked with has been 
very nice for the most part, and the shops 
have never been disrespectful or anything 
like that. I’ve heard a lot of those stories 
over the years, guys badmouthing girls 
for being bad tattooers and such, but I’ve 
never had that.” 

Nevertheless, Collins knows what the 
industry expects of female artists, and she 
hates the stigma. “Before, people thought 
that you only went to a woman to get little 
girly tattoos,” Collins says. “Now, it’s not 
just girls going to women to get a pretty 
tattoo; we can do tough tattoos just as well 
as the men.” 

Collins, who “couldn’t wait to get out 
of” Lake Elsinore as a kid, moved to Hun¬ 
tington Beach at 
19. She enrolled 
at Saddleback 
College, and then 
Orange Coast Col¬ 
lege. “I was getting 
my AA and taking 
an art class each 
semester,” Collins 
says. “Those art 
classes reminded 
me how much I 
loved art after I’d 
kind of fallen away 
from it in high 
school. I had two 
really amazing art professors, and they 
really inspired me to want to be an art 
professor at a junior college. That was my 
goal until I got up the nerve to try to pur¬ 
sue tattooing.” 

While Collins was in school, a friend 
named Lucky tattooed her husband at 
Donovan’s Autumn Moon Tattoos, then 
in Costa Mesa. Those pieces, a black-and-

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gray Jesus and several traditional 
designs, inspired Collins to ask 
Lucky about an apprenticeship. “She took 
on all of the grunt work and did every¬ 
thing that we asked,” Lucky now says. 
“She stuck around for long enough that, 
eventually, it was time to start teaching 
her how to tattoo. I’m super-proud of her 
these days.... She’s the only person I ever 
taught to tattoo, and I taught her so well 
that I don’t want to teach anyone else.” 

Collins started off doing traditional tat¬ 
toos, but her primary focus nowadays is 
detailed, fine-line black-and-gray work. 
Though she brags about a western cattle 
skull she did on a woman’s wrist and a 
massive sea turtle shoulder piece, she says 
she’s not above doing feminine designs, 
even if her peers scoff at them. “A lot of 
soccer moms and housewives want to get 
tattoos, and they’re a lot more comfortable 
with me because I’m a woman and I don’t 
look threatening,” Collins says. “I take the 
extra time to talk to them and make them 
comfortable and happy. I’ll go out of my 
way to do that for them.” 

hen Palmer started tattoo¬ 
ing at Electric Tattooing in 
Newport Beach in 2006, a 
lot of customers called her 
Brandi. But so many people kept getting 
Palmer’s name wrong that her boss finally 
had to explain to her that Brandi Collins 
had worked at the shop before her arrival. 

“I never actually knew who Brandi was 
until I moved next door to Tim [Hen¬ 
dricks’ shop],” Palmer says. “They’re 
all friends, and when I learned that she 
worked at Tattooland, which is kind of 
this badass shop, and had this adorable 
family, I knew she must be a badass.” 


Palmer came from a well-to-do New¬ 
port Beach family, attending Corona del 
Mar High. It was her dad who inadver¬ 
tently gave her a push into the industry: At 
15, after arguing with him over her desire 
to get inked, he responded, “Well, why 
don’t you just be a goddamn tattoo artist?'” 

“I always knew I wanted to be tat¬ 
tooed,” Palmer says. “But I never really 
thought of doing it for a career until my 
dad said that to me. That kind of put the 
idea in my head.” 

So she became a shop helper at Electric 
Chair Tattoo, then in Costa Mesa. On her 
18th birthday, during a lunch break, she 
walked across the street to another shop 
and got a star on her wrist. 

Palmer soon met another remark¬ 
able female tattooer, Christine Nelson. 
“Brynne was possibly still in high school 
when I met her,” Nelson remembers. “My 
roommate was the manager at Electric 
Chair Tattoo, and she brought the new 
employee home one night to hang out. 

She lied and said Brynne was 19,1 think, 
so we became friends. For years, I thought 
Brynne was 19, which was hilarious on 
her 19th birthday.” 

Palmer began searching for apprentice¬ 
ships across California, from Los Angeles 
to San Diego, even San Francisco—any¬ 
thing to get her foot in the door. “I’d just 
blindly walk into shops, not realizing that 
people only wanted to apprentice friends 
or people recommended to them,” Palmer 
says. “They’d see this little blond girl from 
Newport walk in with no tattoos and ask 
for an apprenticeship; I got a lot of looks 
like I had three heads.” 

After a year answering phones, making 
appointments and cleaning floors at Elec¬ 
tric Chair, Palmer finally got the appren- 


















ticeship she was looking for, spending 18 
months under Nelson at Tattoo Mania in 
Hollywood before beginning her career at 
Big Daddy's Tattoo and Piercing in Har¬ 
bor City. She spent time in a few shops in 
LA and OC over the next couple of years, 
then landed at Gold Rush. 

Her designs are generally traditional, 
but they almost always have a bit of a 
feminine flair to them. Her skills come in 
handy in performing nipple reconstruc¬ 
tion for breast cancer survivors. “A bunch 
of years ago, a normal client asked if I 
could do it for her,” Palmer says. “I figured 
it couldn't be that different from a normal 
tattoo, so I agreed to do it. It makes them 
feel really good about themselves, so it’s 
pretty awesome.” 

She's also one of the few tattooers certi¬ 
fied by Lucasfilm. A lifelong fan, Palmer got 
a Darth Vader tattoo in her early 20s. From 
there, she started doing .Star Wars designs 
and saw the immense reactions they drew 
on Instagram. Upon finding out the Star 
Wars Celebration in Anaheim would fea¬ 
ture tattooing, she sought out a contact 
with Lucasfilm. The company reviewed her 
portfolio and gave her a contract; she then 
worked the convention in a Han Solo outfit. 

In the summers, she runs an arts-and- 
crafts class with the Down Syndrome 
Association of Orange County. 

“I'm really happy where I’m at right 
now at Gold Rush, but who knows what 
the future holds,” Palmer says. “I'm 
thankful I have a job that gives me the 
freedom to travel the world.” 


hile Jurkovic, Collins and 
Palmer began tattooing 
at relatively young ages, 
Fabel is an admitted late¬ 
comer. The Finnish native has been an 
art teacher, a graphic designer and an 
actress. She has lived everywhere from 
Australia to England, Lithuania to New 
Zealand. But three years ago, she learned 
how to tattoo. 

The ice blonde had been making a good 
living as a tattoo model, but she didn’t see 
a future in it. “You can use your looks to 
your benefit, but using your looks can be 
harmful if it becomes a gimmick,” she says. 
“A lot of girls sell tattoos with sexiness, but 
your looks are going to fade. Your career 
is going to be short if you're depending on 
your looks.” 

Her respect for the art form made her 
hesitate to jump to the other side of the 
needle. “I just thought I wasn’t going to be 
good enough to tattoo,” Fabel says. “I was 
always thinking, ‘What if you screw up?' 
That’s on someone's skin forever.” 

But even with a relatively young 
career, Fabel is already in demand for 
her style, which hearkens back to medi¬ 
eval lithographs and etchings. “Since 
it’s based on the original image printing 
and all in one solid color—more often 
than not, black—it’s about the dimen¬ 
sions, shades and shapes to make the 
tattoo masculine or feminine,” she says. 
“There's a big difference between femi¬ 
nine and masculine tattoos, so you have 
to take into consideration the client’s 


need. The client might want to do some¬ 
thing lighter that breathes more versus 
something rough and tough, so that cor¬ 
responds with the design.” 

As an industry newcomer, Fabel is more 
open than her peers about tattooing’s inher¬ 
ent battle of the sexes. “I've been lucky to 
have so many good people in my career, but 
there's always goingto be rotten apples, no 
matter what profession you're in,” she says. 
“Males can be sexist, but some clients pre¬ 
fer to be tattooed by a woman. Like women 
are more comfortable with another woman 
touching their butt, so I might spend a lot of 
time tattooing someone's butt. 

“I don’t think your talent is related to 
the shape of your genitalia,” Fabel adds. 
“Whether you're a girl or a boy, just do it 
because of your passion and because you 
can express something within you.” 

Fabel believes her ornate blackwork 
style is popular among clients not only 
for how it looks on their skin, but also 
because it’s a form of healing for many. 
“There’s a difference between creating 
something pretty, but not meaningful, and 
making something truly impactful,” Fabel 
says. “When you make an impactful tat¬ 
too, such as a memorial tattoo or a tattoo 
for someone reclaiming their body, you 
have a deep connection with that tattoo. 
Sometimes, my clients are dealing with a 
lot of self-hate or have a rough sexual past, 
and getting the tattoo is part of the healing 
process to reclaim their body.” 

That's about the time Jurkovic rolled 
her eyes—and back to the dinner. 


s Memphis Cafe empties out, 
Fabel starts showing every¬ 
one Instagram photos of her 
beloved cat, Dawn. Palmer 
joins in on the discussion about pets, 
while Collins and Jurkovic chat about 
tackling motherhood while tattooing. 

“I don’t know how you've done it,” 
Jurkovic says, referencing Collins' years 
as a mother and tattooer. “Everything’s so 
different for me now.” 

“That’s why I like working evenings,” 
Collins says. “I almost never have to go to 
work before my husband gets home.” 

An older couple stands up a few tables 
away. The bald man fixes his golf shirt as 
his gray-haired wife grabs her purse off 
her chair. The woman turns toward the 
door, but catches a glimpse of the four tat¬ 
tooed ladies. She waits for her husband to 
slowly hobble around to her before whis¬ 
pering in his ear. 

It’s been like this for most of the time 
the women have been here—nothing said, 
but lots of glances at the inked-up women. 
Collins, Fabel, Jurkovic and Palmer say 
they don’t mind, that at this point, it’s just 
part of the job description. 

“Half of me understands that in their 
generation, being heavily tattooed 
meant you were a prostitute, a sailor or 
a criminal,” Palmer says. “But the other 
half of me kind of wonders if they think 
it’s cool and wish they had more free¬ 
dom to do things like that when they 
were younger.”

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The Phoenix Rises Again 

Phoenix Food Boutique returns to OC with a voluminous menu and a tiny parking lot

F or a place that has a menu boast¬ 
ing more than 200 items, the 
new Phoenix Food Boutique in 
Garden Grove has the tiniest 
parking lot. The narrow alley leading into 
it barely fits one car, and if you manage to 
squeeze through without shearing off a 
side mirror, you still have to compete for 
a spot. This parking area, which has the 
same capacity as an average Coto de Caza 
driveway, is full even when the restaurant 
isn’t. On most nights, it looks like a losing 
game of Tetris ; at any given hour, at least 
four idling cars will leave in frustration. 

It’s a shame because Orange County 
has always needed one of these. Phoenix 
Food Boutique is the anti-Panda Express, 
a Chinese fast-casual chain in which you 
can get a made-to-order, milky, mixed- 
fruit tapioca drink; pick up some mari¬ 
nated chicken feet; and slurp a big bowl 
of wonton noodle soup until midnight on 
weekdays, 1 a.m. on weekends. It started 
in 1965 at LA’s Chinatown as Phoenix Inn, 
a full-fledged, traditional restaurant serv¬ 
ing kung-pao everything. The original is 
still there, but over the years, the company 
changed its focus to these less stodgy con¬ 
cepts it called “Food Boutiques.” Despite 
a false start in trying to open an Irvine 
branch more than a decade ago, it hasn’t 
looked back. Phoenix Food Boutiques are 
now ubiquitous in San Gabriel Valley; I 
once drove past three of them within 2 
miles of one another on Colima Road. 

Garden Grove’s Phoenix is designed 
much like all the others in SGV. Big win¬ 
dows surround it, it’s brightly lit with a 
Vegas-y textured wall behind the register, 


and gleaming refrigerated display cases 
filled with all manner of pudding cups and 
multilayered gelatin cubes greet everyone 
who walks in. Also chilling in that fridge: 
fruit-filled mochis, the specialty of the chain 
that finds supple finger-length rolls of glu¬ 
tinous rice-flour dough stuffed with either 
durian or mango and dusted with so much 
shredded coconut it resembles a loofah. You 
can’t go home without trying one, even if the 
durian roll will make your burps smell as if 
something died in your throat a week ago. 

The rest of the menu is dizzying. Phoe¬ 
nix’s kitchen puts out two dozen rice com¬ 
bos, nine kinds of fried rice, and 25 noodle 
dishes either in soup or stir-fried incarna¬ 
tions. There’s even a roster of porridge 
I’ve not yet begun to crack, but I could 
stay within the confines of the appetizers 
alone and still construct a complete meal. 
The chicken wings can be covered in gar¬ 
lic or tossed with sliced chiles, scallions 
and a flurry of spicy salt. A deep-fried, 
12-piece appetizer platter has four trios: 
egg rolls packed end-to-end with shrimp; 
a flaky curry pocket; a greasy, deep-fried 
pork shumai; and a fried steam bun that 
tastes like a glazed doughnut after you 
slather it with sweetened condensed milk. 
A plate of Arctic surf clams in chile oil is a 
must despite looking as though it slid out 
of a can. I ate these firm/crunchy/chewy 
shark-tooth-shaped morsels and won¬ 
dered where they’ve been all my life. 

Though the kitchen’s cooking style 
leans toward Cantonese, Phoenix Food 
Boutique embraces no regional bias. I saw 
teriyaki sauce being used for a prime rib, 
and when I ordered the stir-fried water 


spinach, it stank from the inimitable 
smelly-feet aroma of Malaysian belacan— 
a flavoring agent of fermented shrimp 
paste as delicious as it is malodorous. And 
if nothing on the menu strikes you, there’s 
always the option of creating your own 
dish by picking a protein and sauce from a 
list of 10 that’ll even let you make a kung- 
pao out of anything. 

At the moment, I’m addicted to the pan¬ 
fried noodles smothered in a silken gravy 
with bean sprouts and velvety strips of 
pork. Its greatness lies in the tenuous exis¬ 
tence of the noodle’s crispness beneath all 
that sauce—a texture that feels as though a 
million tiny twigs simultaneously snapped 
in your mouth. The best non-noodle, non- 
fried-rice item you can order is unique 
to only this branch: a cross-section cut 
of a lightly battered turbot steak glazed 
in a citron honey sauce. The fish melts 
more delicately than Chilean seabass, 
and at $8.50, it’s an affordable luxury that 
costs just as much as a Panda Express 
three-item combo. Also exclusive to this 
restaurant: the “egg puffer,” what Phoenix 
calls its Hong Kong-style waffles, those 
madeleine-and-Nilla Wafer hybrids that 
cook in bubble-patterned irons and come 
out resembling prescription-pill blister 
packs. Its sweet scent is the first thing that 
welcomes you in after you score a parking 
spot. And it smells like ... victory.

A mir, one of the owners of Tanor Fresh 
Mediterranean Grill in Anaheim, 
usually stands outside his tiny restaurant, 
warmly greeting customers as they walk 
in. Its the polite thing to do, of course, 
but Amir is also trying to figure out who 
exactly he's going to feed for the next half 
an hour at these crossroads. Is it going to 
be one of the thousands of tourists fleeing 
Disneyland's overpriced food? Conven¬ 
tioneers looking for a respite from the 
Anaheim Convention Center's stale grub? 
Motel families looking for a cheap, afford¬ 
able meal? Taxi and Uber drivers who 
congregate in Tanor's parking lot, waiting 
fora call?Actual Persians? 

Doesn't matter—Amir serves them all. 
Tanor's setup ensures that all of these dispa¬ 
rate tribes flock here and get whatthey're 
looking for. It's open from 7 in the morning 
until midnight, attracting the dawn shift 
and Disnerds after the park closes. Most of 
the food is in buffettrays,the easierforthe 
uninitiated to quickly grasp the intricacies 
of Persian food. Breakfast brings burritos, 
hot pockets, pancakes, even omelets, with a 
drink case keeping water, orange juice and 
sodas for people who'd rather have Subway 
next door. And then we getto the actual 
Persian meals: glorious, fluffy saffron rice; 
crunchy tabbouleh; Greek-style falafels; 
shawarma shavings; and juicy koobideh 
Americanized as a "skewer plate." And if 
you really getto know Amir? He'll prepare 
for you his take on tahdig,the crisped-rice 
Persian classic reinterpreted with pita bread 
that's the best bruschetta of your life. 

Despite the working-class environs, Amir 
never tries to dumb down his food. He'll 
patiently explain the difference between 
hummus and baba ghanoushto kids in 
frayed Mickey Mouse pajamas in one 
breath,then exclaim "Nooshejan\" (roughly 
"Bon appetit!") to fellow Farsi speakers. 

And while there's no mast-o-musir (the 
more-mainstream tzatziki accompanies all 
meals), Tanor attracts enough Persians to 
assure any authentistas that here's the real 
thing. One wonders at the marvels Amir and 
his crew could create at a proper place... 
but in the meanwhile, Amir will be waiting 
outside his door for ustedes.

Never Say ‘Not Her’ Again 

In Spy, Melissa McCarthy triumphs for the Susans everywhere

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T he Melissa McCarthy of Spy 
is different from the one who 
rose to prominence by shitting 
in a sink. Bridesmaids scored 
her an Oscar nomination, and for the 
ceremony, McCarthy donned a glamorous 
rose gown with a diamond collar and belt. 
But in the years since, Hollywood contin¬ 
ued to see her as a grotesque. Onscreen, 
McCarthy has played a parade of morons, 
lunatics, losers and bullies. More punch¬ 
ing bag than human being, she’s been hit 
by car after car and forced to suck Zach 
Galifianakis’ used lollipop. 

But Paul Feig, the director who made 
McCarthy a star, has finally written his 
own script for his muse—Feig’s first 
screenplay in 12 years. In Spy, McCarthy 
is soft, feminine and smart. For a din¬ 
ner with her CIA co-worker and crush, 
Bradley Fine (Jude Law), her character, 
Susan Cooper, curls her hair, perfects her 
makeup and wears a tasteful amber dress. 
The cruel joke is it doesn’t matter. Bradley 
gifts her a plastic cupcake necklace and 
cackles, “It’s so you!” It isn’t. Like movie 
producers, he sees only her weight, not 
the dignified woman inside. And the 
punch line is that Susan allows the insult, 
passively slipping on the monstrosity and 
later, after Bradley is executed by Bulgar¬ 
ian arms dealer Rayna Boyanov (Rose 


Byrne), clutching it at his funeral. 

Though the setting is the CIA, there is 
a Susan in every office: invisible, patron¬ 
ized and demeaned. A Susan is the woman 
who remembers cake for everyone’s birth¬ 
day, but no one remembers hers. She’s 
competent, but she never gets her due 
credit—a team player stuck warming the 
bench. Feig has made this film for them. 

This Susan begs to take Bradley’s place 
in Paris to monitor Rayna’s nuclear sales, 
and it’s no spoiler to say she winds up on 
top. Yet Spy isn’t a revenge fantasy—a Susan 
isn’t petty. It’s a comedy of exasperation in 
which, for once, the joke isn’t on McCarthy, 
but on everyone who can’t see her skills. 
And it’s more than that, too: When Susan 
is too self-effacing to accept that Bradley 
shafted her career by sticking his partner in 
the CIA basement while he took all the field 
assignments, her boss, Elaine (Allison Jan- 
ney), rolls her eyes and groans, ‘Women.” 

“Women” is right. Spy is a call to arms 
for the cowed and a riotous skewering 
of the workplace kings, be they affec¬ 
tionate and undermining like Bradley, 
the unnervingly perfect Karen (Morena 
Baccarin), the impatient Elaine, or the 
condescending tech designer who, instead 
of outfitting Susan in slick 007 gear, 
hides her weapons in drugstore items 
he assumes she uses: hemorrhoid wipes, 


stool softener, anti-fungal spray and a 
Beaches watch. Forget a glamorous tux¬ 
edo. She’s handed a denim purse and told 
her cover is a single mom from Delaware. 
McCarthy’s reaction is perfect. Instead of 
raging, she lets her hurt feelings slip and 
warbles, “Have I done something to you?” 

The biggest brute is boneheaded fel¬ 
low spy Rick Ford (Jason Statham), who 
dismisses Susan as a “lunch lady” and is so 
convinced she can’t handle the job that he 
stalks her through Europe. His disbelief 
drags her down—in one scene, literally, 
as she leaps on the landing skids of a heli¬ 
copter and he leaps after, seizing her legs 
so she can’t move. When not sabotaging 
her mission, he brags about his impossible 
accomplishments: the time he defibrillated 
himself, the time he survived a modern- 
day gladiator ring, the time he disguised 
himself as Barack Obama. Two of those 
are the plots of actual Statham films—the 
coincidence is deliberate. The Statham of 
Spy is the Statham I’ve been wanting since 
Crank: High Voltage proved he had the 
comic timing of a badass Buster Keaton. 
Finally unleashed after six years of grim 
action flicks, he’s gloriously unhinged. 

Statham might have the best jokes in the 
movie, but the competition is fierce. Every 
role is perfectly constructed, from Peter 
Serafinowicz’s handsy Italian agent to 


lanky Miranda Hart as Susan’s officemate 
and bumbling best friend. Even Rayna’s 
goons get in a few good cracks before 
they’re dispatched, while Rayna herself is a 
magnificent concoction: Marie Antoinette 
by way of Michelle Pfeiffer in Scarface. 
Byrne slinks through the film in a towering 
wig, changing snakeskin outfits between 
scenes and ordering people’s executions 
with a cocked eyebrow. She’s terrifying 
perfection, and you can’t wait for Susan to 
put her in her place—which, to the film’s 
credit, feels as if it might be impossible. 

Feig loves Susan, and he wants us to 
love her, too. Yet Spy is too sincere about 
how the rest of the world treats her—and 
women like her—to smack on a stupidly 
happy ending. Susan might save the day, 
but her battle for respect will never be 
over. Admitting that universal struggle is 
better than pretending all a woman needs 
to redeem herself is a gun. And anyways, 
who needs compliments from bozos such 
as the man who beams, “Maybe one day, 
super-spy Susan Cooper, I will fuck you.” 
McCarthy’s tired sigh says it all.

ENTOURAGE The first line in Entourage 
is a good indication of what the next 104 
minutes will bring. Peering through a pair of 
binoculars while a speedboat carries him 
toward a yacht in the dazzling waters of 
Ibiza, Johnny Drama (Kevin Dillon), the big 
brother of megastar Vincent Chase (Adrian 
Grenier), glimpses the bikini-clad babes 
who await him and informs us, "I may have 
to jerk it before I even get there!" Hoo, boy. 
Still, the movie, like the HBO series that 
spawned it, is hardly a slog. It may be not 
much more than a heavily branded romp 
through a Hollywood fantasyland, but it's got

LOVE & MERCY The beauty, and the horror, 
of Bill Pohlad's exhilarating and inventive 
Love & Mercy-^ which traces the sine 
wave of Beach Boy Brian Wilson's troubled 
adult life using two actors, Paul Dano and 
John Cusack—is the sense it gives us of 
the world passing through the man's ears. 
When the older, circa-1980s Wilson, played 
by Cusack, explains to his new girlfriend 
Melinda Ledbetter (Elizabeth Banks) that 
he hears voices in his head, she asks, with 
great tenderness, how long it's been hap¬ 
pening. "Since 1963," he says. Is it possible 
that the Beach Boys' early hit "Surfer Girl," 
one of the warmest and most youthfully 


wistful ballads of twentieth-century pop 
music, began with a whisper only Wilson 
could hear? That's not to suggest Love & 
Mercy leans on tired theories about the 
link between genius and madness. Pohlad's 
approach is much more delicate than that. 
But Love & Mercy—which was made with 
the cooperation of Wilson and his now- 
wife, Ledbetter—is surprisingly specific 
in exploring both the mystery and crafts¬ 
manship of song creation. Dano can be a 
dispassionate, affected actor, but all his arty 
coolness slips away here. Cusack shows 
us a slightly different but no less believable 
Wilson, guarded and fragile, though we 
can also see how he yearns to be open: 

He's like a sadder, mirror-world version 
of Say Anything's Lloyd Dobler, holding a 
boombox aloft in a cry for help, only to real¬ 
ize no sound is coming out. And Banks is 
superb—this is the finest performance she's 
given yet.

unsettling doc The Nightmare, a film that 
reveals the probes-and-saucers narrative 
as an of-its-era re-skinning of an even more 
pervasive phenomenon, one all mental: 
sleep paralysis. Its sufferers share lucid and 
persuasive dreams that they are awake, 
that they cannot move, that creatures wait 
in the shadows. These may be demons, or 
shadow-men, or curiously individualized 
folks who have been knocking about the 
subconscious—a newscaster, your mother, 
some hulking ginger dude you might have 
seen once and forgotten. Could those black- 
eyed gray aliens be the brain's imposition 
of sense upon its own mysterious stimuli? 
Ascher's film is an interviews-and-re- 
creations job, one that stages a host of sleep 
paralysis nightmares for our contemplation 
and comparison. His eight subjects tell 
what is essentially one story, over and over. 
They describe the terror of being unable to 
move—one likens this to feeling dead—and 
then their helplessness as the shadows 
shape up into malevolent forms. There's 
always some looming, some panic, an effort 
to wake up. The divergences in the stories 
come to feel vital, the mind working jazz 
changes on a simple melody: Pity the guy 
whose dream-stalkers chew him out for 
once having masturbated on his mother's lin¬ 
ens. There's shivery pleasure to be had from 
Ascher's reenactments of these dreams. 

His shadow-men are elusive, as if they're 
forever about to resolve themselves into 
more specific monsters, and his variations 
keep the circular narratives mostly fresh. His 
subjects seem relaxed, and they talk to view¬ 
ers the way they might tell all this to friends; 
as in Ascher's Room 237, he lets his people's 
voices carry the film.

MAD MAX: FURY ROAD You know the 
charge that Furious 7feels like what you 
would get if you asked a Hot Wheel-loving 
ten-year-old to work out the beats of a 
screenplay?

This American Love 

Two local plays plumb the emotional depths of life’s persistent questions

L et the masses turn to high- 

octane visuals, episodic weekly 
dramas and pretty, witty people 
in precious sitcoms. The cool 
kids know the theater is where we get the 
weighty, heady issues that address the 
fundamental question of what it is to be a 
fully realized human being. 

We’re talking, of course, about incest 
and mental illness. Two plays on local 
boards, Gruesome Playground Injuries 
and The House of Yes, deal squarely with 
these fun, lightweight subjects, albeit in 
far different tones. One is rimmed with 
terrible sadness; the other is a bouncy 
comedy with plenty of humor in a jocu¬ 
lar vein. Both are also love stories. And 
in light of the parade of damaged char¬ 
acters in these plays, it seems love may 
be the most traumatic human condition 
of them all. 

Rajiv Joseph is one of the hottest 
young playwrights in America, with 
theaters across the country mount¬ 
ing his plays; South Coast Repertory 
recently closed his latest, Mr. Wolf, and 
the Long Beach Playhouse closed his big 
hit, Bengal Tiger at the Baghdad Zoo, last 
weekend. Gruesome is smaller in scope 
than those two plays, but it still makes 
big points about the difficulty of human 
connection. Rarely have two star-crossed 
lovers been so hexed than Doug (Jasper 
Oliver) and Kayleen (Carolina Montene¬ 
gro). Both are mired in pain: Kayleen’s is 
the internal sort that manifests in cutting 
and suicide attempts, and Doug’s is the 
external kind—he makes the Mayhem 
guy from All State Insurance’s com¬ 
mercial seem as if he’s living in a protec¬ 
tive bubble. He can’t even look at a roof 
without falling off or through it—or being 
struck by lightning while on it. 

Pain is what drives the two together 
and keeps them apart. Even though their 
love isn’t the romantic, passionate kind, 
it’s still a palpable bond; two people 
utterly alone in the world find their only 
measure of comfort in someone equally as 
lost as they are. Oliver and Montenegro’s 
nuanced performances, guided delicately 
by director Turner Munch, illuminate the 
real question raised in Joseph’s words, the 
one that so many mired in real damaging 
relationships should really ask: Wouldn’t 
they be better off running away in terror 
at the sight of each other? 

There are some bumps in the produc¬ 
tion—the actors spend a great deal of 
time before the play and during scenes 
mumbling repetitive lines—that could 
be streamlined to keep up the intensity, 
but the Garage Theatre was generous 
enough to allow one reviewer to observe 


on the final dress, so maybe those have 
been ironed out. What was unmistakable 
is how much the playwright cares about 
these two insignificant people, basically 
Eleanor Rigbys, who, despite the impossi¬ 
ble emptiness of their lives, still somehow 
find the resolve to carry on. 

Even though Wendy MacLeod’s The 
House of Yes turns out far more visceral 
in its rather predictable and forced end¬ 
ing, the road getting there is hilarious. 
Marty (Aaron McGee), the eldest son 
from a wealthy family in Washington, 
D.C., that lives across the street from 
one Kennedy or another, has brought his 
fiancee, Lesly (Kelsey Arnold), a dough¬ 
nut-shop employee, home for Thanks¬ 
giving to meet his family. And what a 
family. There’s his younger brother, 
Anthony (Adam Evans), an apparently 
simple kid with a subtle edge; Mrs. Pas¬ 
cal (Jill Cary Martin), who probably 
plays strip poker at the country club 
with Lucille Bluth; and his sister, Jackie 
O (Darri Kristin), a wise-cracking, men¬ 
tally ill sparkplug with two obsessions: 
donning a replica of the brain-spattered 
outfit worn by Mrs. Kennedy that fate¬ 
ful November day in 1963, and her twin 
brother, Marty. 

Even though the play, directed by 
Jack Millis, eventually loses steam and 
sputters to the aforementioned climax, 
there’s a small dose of Harold Pinter-like 
Homecoming menace to the affair, and 


the comedic energy (particularly from 
Kristin, Martin and Evans) and What the 
Fuckness of some of the key plot points 
always keep things interesting. 

Ambiguity permeates each play, both of 
which are longish one-acts. We never get 
a real sense of who any of these characters 
truly are, nor is there any attempt by the 
playwrights to justify or excuse the eccen¬ 
tric, if not perverse, actions of the charac¬ 
ters. They all seem trapped in a nostalgic 
vise, unable to move on in their relative 
futures due to choices made in their pasts, 
choices that absolutely damaged them, 
but memories of which are all they have 
to cling to. While one play gets there 
through snappy one-liners and outra¬ 
geous characters, and the other through a 
far bleaker portrayal, both wind up in the 
same place: the unbearable persistence 
of memory and the sobering realization 
that sometimes, the things that hurt us the 
most are the only things that truly make 
us feel alive.

T he Orange Circle is already known as 
an antique destination, but one down¬ 
town boutique is spinning its retro merch 
for the modern customer. Somethings New, 
next to Mr. C's records, is part contempo¬ 
rary clothing and jewelry and part sifting 
through your grandmothers attic treasures. 

"A lot of antique stores just have the 
same stuff over and over," says Allyson 
Albin, who owns the shop with her 
childhood friend turned boyfriend, John 
Cory.

Tim Hendricks on what to expect at the popular festival

I says Tim Hendricks, 

the new host of Ink- 
N-Iron. “It’s goingto be more directed 
toward art and art culture, rather than the 
big bands that’ve played in the past.” 

Hendricks, who owns Fullerton’s Clas¬ 
sic Tattoo and has been shown on Miami 
Ink and NY Ink, says hosting Ink-N-Iron 
wasn’t something he ever planned. “My 
friend Juan [Puente] has hosted Ink-N- 
Iron for many years, but this year, his 
daughter is graduating that weekend, I 
think, so he couldn’t make it.” 

The new host is responsible for ensur¬ 
ing the tattoo side of things goes smoothly. 
“I’m handling the ‘wedding seating’ [for 
the tattooers’ booths] as best I can, stuff 
like that,” he says. “There will always be 
complaints, so I just listen to the tattooers’ 
gripes and do my best to make it a better 
convention for them.” 

Though Ink-N-Iron is taking a new 
direction, Hendricks believes this year’s 
convention will be just as popular and just 
as much fun. “There’s not really any huge 
headliners, just some cool, down-to-earth 
bands [Pennywise, Bouncing Souls, Peter 
Murphy and Killswitch Engage] and a 
pretty cool car show,” Hendricks says. 

“Part of the reason we didn’t want any 
giant headliners is so we could drop the 
ticket price down to, like, $42 this year. 
Plus, you get a $15 voucher from your artist 
if you get tattooed there, so that’s only $27 
for the whole day.” 

One thing that’ll be the same is the

venue. “It’s a tattoo convention on a boat,” 
Hendricks says. “I don’t know how many 
people know this, but [the Queen Mary] 
used to secretly carry sailors during World 
War II; it wouldn’t get torpedoed because 
it looked like a cruise ship.” 

Hendricks gives much of the conven¬ 
tion’s success to its Long Beach home 
base. “The Pike is a tattooing landmark,” 
he says. “There are still tattoo shops and 
artists people know about who were tat¬ 
tooing there around the turn of the [20th] 
century. Most famous old tattooers come 
out of Long Beach.” 

He compares the upcoming festival 
to a family reunion for tattoo artists. “I 
go to conventions to see old friends and 
people who I only see at those conven¬ 
tions,” Hendricks says. “The [Australian] 
aboriginals used to get together to share 
what they’re doing and show what they’re 
drawing. Conventions are like that for 
tattooers. I get to go out and meet young 
tattooers who are crushing it every day 
and see what kind of people they are.”

Ink-N-Iron Is Sailin’ On

The Long Beach fest leaves its mark on SoCal tattoo culture one last time

T hirteen years is a long life for 
any festival, and in that time, 
Ink-N-Iron Kustom Culture 
Festival has left its mark on 
local tattoo culture in more ways than 
one. While master ink slingers have 
always been the anchor of the conven¬ 
tion-turned-festival since it began in 
2003, it’s the bands, cars, clothes, motor¬ 
cycles and fans that have allowed this 
summer event to set the pace of many 
such conventions to follow. 

But even in a world that thrives on per¬ 
manent ink, nothing lasts forever. Organiz¬ 
ers of the event told the Weekly that this 
year marks the final Ink-N-Iron in Long 
Beach, as the festival prepares to move to 
Nashville. The June 12-14 bash—headlined 
by Pennywise (Friday), Killswitch Engage 
(Saturday) and Peter Murphy (Sunday), 
and featuring more than 280 tattoo artists 
from 30 states and 25 countries—will be 
Ink-N-Iron’s last to buzz nonstop inside 
the hull of the Queen Mary. 

For more than a decade, the iconic ship 
has been the summer meeting grounds 
for artists, vendors, gearheads, rockabil- 
lies, pinups and punks, now drawing well 
more than 60,000 people over three days. 
Even in the early days, Pennywise guitar¬ 
ist Fletcher Dragge remembers the event 
being a hub of culture (sorry, kulture) for 
any outlaw within driving distance. “I was 
going there before we ever played it,” says 
Dragge. The event has been so popular 
over the years that, he says, his tattoo 
shop, 3rd St. Tattoo in Hermosa Beach, 
is still on the waiting list to get a booth 
there. "I’ve been going there for years as 


a fan of tattoos and cars and bikes and 
music.... It was the lifestyle of Southern 
California all rolled into one.” 

As an independent event, Ink-N-Iron 
started adjacent to the ship at the Pike, 
with the intent of showcasing the pre¬ 
mier talent of the tattoo world. That 
model was slowly overtaken by the inclu¬ 
sion of big-name bands such as Iggy Pop 
& the Stooges, Suicidal Tendencies, and 
the Offspring. Ironically, the festival’s 
success in the live-music game is what 
seems to be driving it out of Long Beach. 
The monopoly of SoCal’s live-music 
industry by the big boys of Goldenvoice 
and AEG, combined with the oversatura¬ 
tion of festivals in the market and dif¬ 
ficulties getting some artists to honor 
contracts and commit to appearances, 
are why Ink-N-Iron’s organizers have 
decided to start again elsewhere. 

“Although it’s become a staple over the 
past 13 years, there’s no reason to beat 
our heads against the wall when book¬ 
ing agents are taking contracts, and then 
breaking the contracts,” one organizer 
says. “And because Ink-N-Iron is a one- 
time-a-year event, some of the booking 
agents and bands don’t feel they need 
to respect the black words on the white 
paper in a contract.” 

When it comes to punk, rock, hard¬ 
core and rockabilly bands, Ink-N-Iron’s 
organizers have featured just about every 
band they’d want to put on a bill (in some 
cases, multiple times). And there’s the risk 
that rehashing the same show for years 
on end is bound to get stale. That’s not 
to take anything away from the diverse 


array of artists on tap this year, all of 
which fit loosely together in the niche of 
stylish, old-timey outlaw culture. Where 
else would you get to see Wanda Jackson 
opening up for Pennywise? 

Among the beloved recurring bands 
playing next weekend are the Adolescents, 
the members of whom have also performed 
with their outside projects. For Steve Soto 
(who still gets confused with the famous 
local tattoo artist of the same name, even 
though he doesn’t have any ink), Ink-N- 
Iron still takes pride in its blending of old- 
and new-school artists onstage and in the 
convention halls. “You could go watch the 
punk rock show outside, or you could go 
inside and see Phil Alvin and some really 
cool roots bands playing, so there was defi¬ 
nitely a cool mix of both,” Soto says. 

This year, there’s also a lot more art. 

The additional installations—as well as 
street, car and performance art—will be 
strategically placed throughout the festi¬ 
val under the banner Art Gathering LA. 
After this year, organizers say, Art Gath¬ 
ering LA will take over as the lead event 
where Ink-N-Iron once stood. Though 
it will retain its tattoo component, it will 
cater to what organizers describe as a 
growing and thriving SoCal scene of art¬ 
ists, collectors and gallerists. 

They’re not exactly wrong. There have 
been very few big events celebrating the 
scene aside from the LA Art Show. And 
considering events such as Art Basel in 
Miami are one segment of entertainment 
the big concert promoters haven’t monop¬ 
olized, organizers say it’s the best route 
for them to stay relevant in the LA market. 


Meanwhile, the rest of the Americana- 
flavored decadence and debauchery, 
which the event touted during its 10th 
anniversary, will remain intact this year, 
including all the car shows and sexy pinup 
and tattoo contests. 

The event’s move to the Music City hap¬ 
pens almost simultaneously, with the new 
chapter opening less than two months 
after the festival in Long Beach. Nashville’s 
inaugural Ink-N-Iron will happen at the 
Municipal Auditorium, with the tattooing 
once again taking precedence over the live 
music. Instead of a big list of today’s mar¬ 
quee names, the music aspect will focus on 
true OG’s of Americana, with living legends 
from ’50s label Sun Records including Carl 
Mann, Linda Gail Lewis and Sleepy La Beef. 

Will Ink-N-Iron ever be the local giant 
it once was? Maybe not. But the organiz¬ 
ers say it’s been one hell of a ride on the 
shores of Long Beach. “We want to thank 
all the attendees of the past 13 years. It 
has been our privilege to create so many 
people’s life memories and even mar¬ 
riages,” organizers say. “We hope that you 
will explore what Art Gathering LA has to 
offer you [in] summer 2016.”

Going His Own Way 

Dustin Kensrue of Thrice is happy with 
his solo career—for once

M ore than 13 years ago, 

Dustin Kensrue and his 
band Thrice dominated the 
hardcore scene with their 
second album, Illusion of Safety. 

“I can really trace the different stages 
of my life through the music I’ve made,” 
Kensrue says as sips his coffee in the small 
Hopper & Burr cafe in Santa Ana. “I can 
tell exactly where my head was at and 
where I was at with my faith. The music 
has more impact when it’s coming from 
where you really are in life.” 

In addition to his work with Thrice, Ken¬ 
srue has become known for his Christian 
worship music, such as the just-released 
Carry the Fire. Kensrue believes that the 
diversity and overall feel of his latest work 
makes it much more appropriate for regu¬ 
lar listening. 

“Thrice is pretty intense. It’s not your 
everyday T’m going to chill to this’ music,” 
Kensrue says. “This record is something 
you can listen to every day. I hope a wide 
variety of people hear it because it has a 
pretty broad appeal.” 

Kensrue believes Carry the Fire marks 
a big step forward in the legitimacy of his 
career after Thrice. No longer do his solo 
albums feel like a side project, as this is a 
full exploratory album. “I’ve had kind of 
a strange solo career, as far as consistency 
goes,” he says. “I put a record out, but didn’t 
tour for it. I did a handful of shows here and 
there, but not a real tour. I had my Christmas 
record, but that was recorded without a hill 
band and on a tour bus and in hotel rooms.” 

With blues, country and “old-school 
Americana” influences on the album, 


Kensrue knows that it may not appeal to 
everyone. He even admits that a younger 
version of himself might not have liked 
parts of Carry the Fire. “The only country 
music I knew when I was younger was 
pop country, and I thought it was terri¬ 
ble,” he says. “Then I got into older coun¬ 
try and other types of music. I’ve listened 
to diverse music ever since high school. 
When I was into a ton of punk rock when 
I was younger, I still listened to Tom Waits 
and Radiohead, too. It’s not like T listened 
to this, so I wrote this.’ You build a palette 
to work from, and you grow as an artist.” 

Although Kensrue recorded the entire 
album himself (well, with a little help 
from his wife), he’ll have a full band back¬ 
ing him for the first time during the local 
dates of his tour. “I’m way excited for 
that,” Kensrue says. “I’ve done so many 
solo shows around here that were totally 
acoustic; it’ll really be a complete change.” 

Though Thrice have announced that 
they’re returning after a three-year hiatus, 
Kensrue says he won’t be letting go of the solo 
stuff when they start up again. “From now 
on, the solo stuff will have a more legitimate 
place,” he says. “It’s helpful to have more than 
one outlet. This record is two projects com¬ 
bined into one. When it’s just me working 
on it by myself, it makes me really excited to 
work with other people. It makes me excited 
to get back and work with Thrice again.”

Maximalist 
Rock & Roll 

T yler Spangler grew up on the coast of 

Orange County, surfing the numbered streets 
in Newport and working at Jack's Surfboards. It 
wasn't until he'd graduated from Cal State Long 
Beach that he became the chamberlain of an 
illegal punk-rock concert venue that foreshad¬ 
owed a blossoming career as a graphic artist. 

The 29-year-old, clean-cut, Kurt Cobain look- 
alike from Huntington Beach began by befriend¬ 
ing the young members of former punk band 
Joe's Garage. "[They] had trouble finding shows 
because they were under 21, and a lot of times 
[venues] make bands payto play," Spangler 
recalls. "It was kind of selfish of me because I 
just wanted to see them play more, so I told them 
I'd get them more shows." 

Scouring the rental ads on Craigslist, Spangler 
discovered a 200-square-foot warehouse off 
the 22 freeway in Garden Grove. "I met up with 
the [landlord] and told him I was in a band and 
wanted to have band practice," he says. "I told 
him that I couldn't have it at my house anymore 
because the neighbors kept getting mad, so I 
needed the industrial space." 

Spangler offered three months' worth of rent 
up front, derailing the landlords initial hesitations. 
And thus, A Place of Worship was born. 

The DIY punk-rock venue quickly became pop¬ 
ular among bands on the fringe—everything from 
the stoner rock of Capt. Slookie and the Rogue 
Squadron to thrashy, noise duo the Vex. Distortion 
and cymbal crashes bounced off concrete walls, 
as teenage circle pits raged in shadows. 

After 13 rowdy shows in three weeks, the 
cops raided the space and shut it down for good. 
Despite admitting responsibility, Spangler man-

aged to wiggle free with a slap on the wrist. 

Finding inspiration among things such as Sour 
Patch Kids candies, The Simpsons anti surfing, 
the part-time punk, who recently relocated to 
a 250-square-foot trailer on the beach in the 
Pacific Palisades, has evolved into a full-time 
freelance artist. A self-professed maximalist, 
Spangler's art is almost impossible to classify. To 
some, he's a new wave Dadaist, while to others, 
his work is a hybrid between Salvador Dali and 
Andy Warhol. 

Spangler's wild vision has caught the eye of 
some major bands and fashion companies. "Little 
Dragon randomly emailed me. I don't even know 
how they found me," he says. "But they asked 
me to do the stage backdrop art for their tour. 

I didn't realize how big they were until I posted 
a picture on Facebook, and everyone was like, 
'Holy shit, dude! Little Dragon!"' 

You can also now find Spangler's art on Vol- 
com swim trunks. "I just did a Volcom trunk, and 
they named it 'the Spangler,"' he says, grinning 
widely. "It's been, like, three years in the making. 
... When they told me they were going to make 
me a featured artist, I was like, 'Holy shit!' I wor¬ 
ship Volcom graphics."
